polls in an individual state are closed when we tell you a new president has been elected you can bank it it 
will be true the polls are closed in two states now Kentucky was considered one among many must-win 
States for the bush-quayle ticket but right now the race in Kentucky we consider still too close to call Bill 
Clinton could could take Kentucky Indiana dan quayle's home state is also too close to call this is a surprise 
a possible bad sign for the bush-quayle ticket in the early going because the question arises if they don't win 
if they don't win in Indiana or even if it's that close in Indiana what is that going to tell us about the rest of the 
night let's check in now with our campaign 92 correspondents in the field Susan Spencer is with President 
Bush in Houston Richard Threlkeld and Little Rock with Governor Clinton and bill like a tutor is covering Ross 
Perot in Dallas first Richard Threlkeld with the man who ended the campaign as the front-runner in the public 
opinion polls day Dan Bill Clinton's currently resting at the governor's mansion not far away after completing 
a grueling 4,000 mile campaign athon across America whatever happens tonight you've got to get Bill Clinton

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[Music] good morning Colorado the older campaign athon ended in Denver at dawn Clinton's voice could 
barely manage a last appeal Colorado will join the magic mysterious march of democracy that occurs in this 
country once every four years wave upon wave of Americans tens of millions of them many of them first time 
voters are going to the polls to say what they want for themselves and their families you will help to define 
not only what happens in this election but what America looks like well into the 21st century women arrived 
home in Little Rock about midday to a small crowd of friends staff and well-wishers the Clintons first stop was 
their local polling place where the candidate passed his own ballet voting was apparently something of an 
overwhelming feeling for a lot of Americans today according to our CBS News exit poll most of those in our 
sample told us they were voting for someone in other words making a positive statement remarkable after 
such a negative campaign those who voted for Clinton said they did so mostly because they think he would 
bring needed change and has the best plan for the country although four out of ten of old voters said they 
believe Clinton's more likely to raise their taxes and finally more of our sample said George Bush's role in the 
iran-contra affair and his breaking of his pledge on no new taxes were important to them than Bill Clinton's 
draft record and accusations of marital infidelity and as for Clinton 13 months to the day after he announced 
for president it is finally over now it's in the hands of the people and whatever they decide I'm at peace and 
I'm family now for the latest on the Bush campaign to Susan Spencer at Bush campaign headquarters in 
Houston sysm know the 
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headquarters in Houston sysm know the bush camp seems almost beyond worry tonight the attitude seems 
to be well we did all we could let's see what happens [Applause] running to the end mr. Bush this morning 
attracted a crowd both strangers and staffers showing an upbeat spirit that's been a little hard to sustain 
recently after voting he went shopping for a hunting license and fishing gear he said he is relieved this is over 
they may go hunting early that this was the most unpleasant year of his life much of the campaign was 
negative in our CBS News exit poll finds that may have backfired for mr. Bush by a large margin voters said 
the president had run the most unfair attacks as for issues the economy dominated but the next most 
important varied for Clinton voters it was health care for Bush backers family values for Perot supporters the 
deficit and 1992 may go down as the year of talk more than half the voters named the debates as a deciding 
factor almost half said talk shows the conventions and political ads were far behind we're told that mr. Bush 
will wait to appear here before supporters until after all the polls are closed he'll return to Washington 
tomorrow regardless of the outcome now to Bill laga tudi with the Perot campaign in Dallas Bill Susan his 
supporters don't want him to go away that even though Ross Perot may lose tonight the grassroots 
movement is planning to keep itself in existence in some form they say as for Perot himself it was back to 
business as usual his campaign said he had voted absentee but this morning like Elvis at a McDonald's 
there was a surprise Perot sighting he had tried to sneak into the polling place but ended up voting like any 
other big-time politician in front of an audience thank you very much afterwards Perot had time to kill waiting 
for his daughters and someone dragged him down the hall 
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the hall right Ross Perot addressing a ladies aerobics class could have been the last and funniest photo op 
of the year but in a gesture of kindness to the women Perot passed outside his expensive upstart campaign 
finally over Perot seem content and all talked out find out tonight rocked the American people want to do

up to an hour and a half why did people turnout in such numbers for money money money the Academy and 
right up to the counting the theorizing continues if the opinion poll showed a Clinton lead what little large 
turnout mean when you get a high turnout it's almost always directed against the party in power it almost 
always reflects change if you want the status quo you've got it you can even stay home but the indications all 
day have been that people are not staying home and that the turnout is reflecting the much higher than 
normal voter interest in this election in fact with the polls still open for several hours in much of the country
